During the Preceding Week : 

a. LIMS 

(1) The LIMS Configuration Control Board (CCB) and 
Engineering Review Board (ERB) met on 4 and 5 January, 
respectively. These problem solving meetings are still in the 
formative stage; no significant agenda items are yet worthy of 
reporting. A CCB forthcoming action item, however, is that of 
seeking a means to update the Functional Requirements Document 
and transitioning its contents into the Detailed System 
Requirements Document. This will affect and alter the content of 
the LIMS data dictionary. The ERB is primarily involved in 
resolving discrepancy reports. 

(2) Two bidder responses to the development contract 
RFP have reportedly been received by PD. Technical and Cost 
evaluation teams are to provi de ini tial evaluation of response 
contents within three weeks.
